Proprietary. 


7, We muſt ciſtinguith "betwixt ſuffering ex 
obligatione Legis & merito pecea't, as we ſhould 
have done if we had ſuffered our ſelves ; and tuf- 
fering ex obligatione ſolius ſporrſionis proprie z .as 
Chriſt did without any Merit or Legal obligation ;

Ir. We muſt as is ſaid before diſtinguiſh be- 
tween Chriſt ( and the Father in him ) as Refor 
per Leges or Legiſlator, and as Dominus Abſolutus. 
And A we muſt diſtinguiſh between thoſe Bene- 
fits which Chriſt as Xetor giveth by bis Laws x on

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' thoſe which as meer Benefattor and Ab/olmte Pro- 
\prietary he giveth, though not contrary to his 
Laws or Covenant ; yet over and above what by 
Covenant or Law he giveth. Alſo we mult 
diſtinzuifh between the Event and Nature of 
things as ſuch ; and the Right ro, and Duenels of 
of things as ſuch.

And you may 
eaſily conceive, how the confounding of our 
Phyfacks and Erhicks muſt needs blind us and loſe 
us in olfr Divinity, as it would do in Philoſophy. 
T joyn all theſe DiſtinCtions rogether, for in ſome 
they all come to one, or are of neceſſary con(ide- 
ration joyntly rhat any one of them may be under- 
ſtood. Ovr Divines uſually with the Schoolmen 
diſtinguith between voluntatem ſigns and Beneplacit:. 
But in The ordinary School Senſe, that is not the 
ſame diſtinRtion with that which I here intend.

Otherwiſe, ro men of 
underſtanding it is not very ful - And there- 
fore I (hall ſay bur this brie It is not two 
Wills in God, as two diltiact Efſences or Faculties 
that I aflert ; but only ewo diſtin Acts: Diſtin, 
Lay, in regard of their diſtinct products or Effects, 
aud fo to mans apprehcnlion, though in God, we 
lay there, is no diverſity or diſtinction.

And for them that ſay. Chriſt ſufered in per- 

- ſors noſiri, but hot ſ«tisfi-d or merited ſo: I an- 

wer. They ſpeak inconfiſtencies : | Satisfaction 
and Merit are yecefſyry reſults from the nature 
of the lfſting cdludered with the Dignity of 
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the Perſon, and the Divine acceptance. Now 
if Chriſt ſuffered not in his own perſon, 
whoſe Cignity was to communicate a value 
to his ſafferings, then his ſufferings are defective 
in their value. And if we did in Chriſt or by 
him ſuffer all that was due, ic is impoſſible bur 
God ſhould take that ſuffering for atisfactory, 
in the larger Sence, it being ſolurio ipſius debits, in 
ſtrict Sence. So that if the Law or Law-giver 
ſay, the Elect ſuffered in Chriſt ; they muſt needs 
fay, the elect ſatisfied in Chriſt, or rather paid 
the debt of the due puniſhment. And this 
could not bur accept, ( conſequenter ad Leges ) For 
who can refuſe the proper debt_? Or deny an ac- 

uitrance to him that diſchargeth ic? But from a 
Crake he might have refuſed it. 

I might add many more Arguments, were it 
needful. As from the diſhonour that this will caſt 
on Gods Law, in threatning thoſe that have f(a- 
tisfied it already; in offering -pardon and juſtifi- 
cation on conditions, to thote that were juſtified 
without pardon, 1600. years ago. For a conditi- 
on ſuſpendeth che benefit till it - be performed:

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tz therefore his determination of our wills, 


deſtroyeth not our Power or Liberty to the con- 
trary acts } whereby they grant that God can 
ave thoſe that he decreeth -not to ſave; and fo 
can give them Faith. &c. and chat he is ſtill free 
todo it or not do it. 


Objea. If be ſhould believe and be ſaved, whom 
God hath foreknow nor decreed to be condemned for 
Umnbelief, then God ſhould be deceived or change. 
But it is impoſſible for God to be di ceived or 
chahge ; therefore it u impoſſible for him 19 be- 
lieve and be ſaved whom God bath forchnown or 
decreed tocondemn for unbelief. 


Anſw. It is' a vicious Argumenr. There's 
more in the concluſion than in the premiſes. No 
more will follow but por [ cherefore he will 
not believe and be ſaved whom God, &c. ] not 
[it is impoſſible ] for God never foreknew or 
decreed that ic ſhould be impoffible for him to 
delieve and be ſaved, but only that he would nor 
eventually believe and be faved.

And Page 174. [ But its true 
worth conſiſts in the immediate effects products 
and Ifſnes of it, with what in its own nature it is 
fit and able to do, ] Is it not therefore ſtrange 
thar this Author ſhonld ( Page 175. 176 ) fay, 
[.1. Thar this fuineſs and (ſufhciency of the merit 
of the Death of Chriſt, is a foundation for the 
general — the Goſpel to all Nations, 
with the right that it hath to be preached to 
every creature; becauſe the way of Salvation 
which it declares is wide enough for all co walk 
m: There enough in rhe remedy it brings to 
light ro heal all. their difeaſes, to deliver t 
from all their evils, If there were 1000 Worlds 
the Goſpel of Chriſt might on this ground be 

to them all, there being GOD

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Chriſt for the Salvation of them all, if fo be they 
will derive vertue from him by touching him 
by Faith ; the only way to draw [refreſhmene 
from this Fountain of Salvation] [ 2.

3. _ can iy any thing [a wa < Sal- 
vation wide enough ] w preſuppoſleth not 
Chriſts ſatisfaction for the perſon? Can Men 
walk to Heaven by Faith without a Redeemer? 
Or is there (ſuch a true Faich ? 4. How can he

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of it lyes as toremiſhon : But they muſt hereaf. 
cer lay only that [ Chriſts Death was (officient to 
have red pardon for all men, if he would 
have ſuffered ir for all. } And1 will give them 
this encouragement ſo far to innovate, wiz. MW 6 
. Though they ſpeak nor only againſt Scripture and i 
the Primitive Fathers, and the Church of Chrit Wl ;r 
in all Ages, and the generallicy of our moſtſe- ll x 
vere Proteſtant Divinesz yet becauſe, 1. It is 
againſt Armiins, an adverſary : 2. And tendeth ſt 
to extreams. 3- And (ois agreeable to Nature z 
they ſhall perhaps with applauſe, at leaſt with 
far leſs wounding of their Reputation, raiſe up 
theſe novelties, than a Sober, Moderate, Judicious 
Divine ſhall beat chem down again, or revive any 
one Truth which extreams have clouded, laid by 
and trodden under foot. 

Buc I will not ſtay here to ſhew the abſurdity 
of mens ſo confident wy ay Chriſts ,death to 
be apticudinally ſuthcient for ſo many for whom 
it was never ſofftered, ſeeing I ſhall deal on this 

ſely in the next Argument : But how uſe- 

s this ſufficiency is, and no foundation at all 
for our general offer of Chriſt and mercy to all 
if they will believe, may be ſeen in what is (aid 
before. And how uſeleſs and inſufflcient it is 
to encourage any man to believe, we ſhall yer 
further have occaſion to ſhew anon. In the 
mean time , I think the unſoundneſs of their 
Dodrine, who deny Univerſal.

They that ſay, the ſame 
degree of ſuffering is ſufficient for 2 thouſand 
men as for one may, as well ſay next, that one 
ſigh or groan, or one drop of Chriſts Blood had 
been ſufficient for all : And next they may 
2s well ſay, it had been ſufficient though he had 
only been willing to ſuffer ; and next, that his 
ſuffering was leſs. Sociniani/m, if not Infide- 
lity, may eaſily creep in at this Gap. 

3. And as thus it is evident that Chriſts ſuffer. 
ing for ſome, had been enough to have redeemed 
al{ doth make him to ſuffer in vain as tothe 
end of his ſuffering ( viz. Expiation of Sin ) 
they that go this way, have not yet ſhewed us, 
ro what other end or uſe, ſuch great ſufferings of 
Chriſt were neceſſary : And till chey have done 
. that we muſt rake it as if they charged Chriſt

4. Moreover, the conſequence is granted 
by themſelves. For they accuſe thoſe that main- 
tain Univerſal Satisfaction, as making Chriſt to 
ſaffer in vain, if he ſuffered for thoſe thar after 
periſh ( though we can eafily repel that vain ob- 
puteen by {hewing them many excellent ends and 
effects of thoſe his ſufferings. ) How much more 
evidently do they themſelves make him ſuffer in

ſo much as io the ſtead of all, nor as any fatis- 
faction for their ſins. We ſay his Death was for

If Chriſt ſuffered enough for to have been a fa- 
tisfaRion for all, and yet not for all, then God 
did inflit on him more ſufferings than were due 
to him.

The conſequence of the 44ajor is proved thus : 
He that infligeth that, or requireth as much for 
the Sins of the Ele& only as 1s due for the fins of 
all theWorld, doth inflict and require more than 
is due (for e is not {o much due for the 
fins of the only as for the {ins of all the 
World) But thus they ſuppoſe God to have 
done, ( which is not to be ſuppoſed, ) Ergo &c. 
They thar will fly from the torce of theſe Argu- 
ments by flat denying even the Material and 
Hypothetical ſufficiency of Chriſt (atisfaQion 
for all men, will fall under many and great 
inconveniencies before inctimared and alfo 
under the force of this next Argument.

When God hath laid upon him the Iniquity 
of us all, and he hath born the (ins of the w 
World, and was a Propitiation for them, doth 
not that man vilifte ( that I Gay not blaſpheme ) 
his ſufferings, who ſhall ſay it is not fo ; he bore 
the Sins but of the few that are choſen ; he ſuf- 
fered no more than was ,due to them ; he paid 
no more than would diſcharge their Debt. If 
he-that denyeth all Chriſts ſatisfaRtion, do fm 
ſo damnably, then ſure he ' that eth the 
greateſt part both of his (atisfation formally,

deny God to be Creator of the greater part of

be they never (o many or great, and if they will 
believe they ſhall have the Fruits of ic: Which 
js in other words. to ſay [ Chriſt hath fatisfied 
for all ] So that upon theſe right grounds they 
uſe to bring Men to believe and love Chriſt ac 
the firſt, and then they muſt have ſome longer 
time before they can pervert them again, = 
working out theſe apprehenſions, and acquaint- 
ing them, that Chriſt hath not fatished for all, 
but for the Ele only. 


ObjeRt Mens firſt love to Chriſt, is not to him 
for what he hath done, but for what he can do 
for us, and as he is to us a deſirable good; bes 
cauſe it is but Amor Concupilſcentiz. 


Anſ. It is alſo a love of gratitude: And all 
the good that we can expect from him for the fu- 
rure, or deſire him for, . is but the fruit of what

Anſ. 1. If by [ For me in particular ] you 
mean [ more for me then others ] I grant it: 
But itis for dying and ſatisfying for fallen Man- 
kind in general, of whom I am a Member. 2. [ 
have ſhewed that according to this New Dodari 
Chriſts Death is not ſufficient ro pardon all, i 
they did repent ; nor formally a ſufficient price 
buc only materially or Apticudinally, ſufficient - 
to have been a price. Now that this can engage 
any to love or thankfulneſs is paſt my reach to 
apprehend : For it is not a benefit, ( to ſuch as 
for whom ic was no price. ) If 100 Mean lie in 
Priſon for debt, and one (ha]l pay as much for 
the debt and diſcharge oicen of them as was ſuf- 
ficient to have ſatisfied Yor the debts of them all, 
and yer would not pay it for them, bur rather 
prox ſaperfluouſly then that they ſhould have any 

efit by ic, how doth this oblige theſe Prt- 
ſoners to love and thankfulneſs to this Man ? At 
eaſt, not as any Redeemer or Friend of theirs? 
Rather they will think him envious and an Ene- 
my to them, that would rather caſt away his Mo- 
oy 
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( Giving for one that which was ſufficient for 
| ) then they ſhould have any benefic by ir. 


Object But it is nor for bis Death, that Men 
are bound at firſt to love Chriſt and be thankful , 
but for the free and general offer of himſelf and 
his beneſits to them in the Goſpel. 


Anſ. 1. The negative is wicked and Unchri- 
ſtian 2. The part affirmed is a contradiction 
to their denial of Univerſal ſatisfaction. For 
Chriſt is offered ro Men as their Redeemer only. 
And the Word [ Redeemer } Gignifies 1. Oae 
that hath paid a price for them already 2. One 
that will recover them by the effetual convey- 
ance of his benefits, if chey accept his offer. 
And the later always implies the former : The 
effet cannot be without irs cauſe. He is no 
Redeemer to them for whom he ſuffered nor. 
And he cannot be a Redeemer to them by Pardon 
and Salvation, for whom he hath not been al- 
ready a Redeemer by ſatisfattion. And he doth 
not offer ro fatisfie for them de fururo, a new, 
and therefore the offer certainly proves a gene- 
ral ſatisfation, as is (hewed before. 3. And if 
Chriſt offer himſelf ro any Men, as their Re- 
deemer whom he never did Redeem , no nor 
can Redeem by Remiſſion and Salvation, becauſe 
he hath not firſt Redeemed them by price and 
ſatisfaction , charging the refuſal upon them to 
their deep damnation , doth this oblige Men to 
love and gratitude ? If he procure by his Death no 
poſſibility of rheir Salvation, but induce a ne- 
ceſſity of their deep condemnation ? If he offer 
them the benefits of a death neyer ſuffered for 
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them, ( that is effe&ts without their cauſe) and 
which he cannot give them, and deſtroy them 
for not receiving them; Is this all the obliga- 
tion ? 


Obje& But it is the Law of God that obligeth them 
to love and gratitude : And therefore they are 
obliged, though Chriſt be none of their Redeemer, 
and though his Death were not 4 benefit to 
them, 


Anſ. 1. Theſe are duties that reſult ex netwe 
rei, Viz. boni oblati, & beneficii eollati, and fo from 
the Law of nature, and not from a meer pofi-, 
"tive Law. Love and gratitude are not ceremo- 
nies, and therefore where the nature of the 
thing obligeth not, there is no obligation. 2, 
There mult be an objective cauſe of love and 
gratitude, as well as an efficient, and exemplary 
cauſe ; And therefore our queſtion is only of the 
obj: tive cauſe. God doth not alter the nature 
of love and gratitude by commanding them ; He 
doth not command love that hath not good for 
its object (for there is no ſuch thing in rerum n«- 
tera ) nor doth he command a gratitude that is 
not for a benefit. 


Obje&t But it is wnknown to them whether Chriſt 
died for them cr net, For ought they know he 
did, And therefore they are bound to love and 
gratitude. ; 


Anſ. 1. An unknown benefit bindeth not to 
love and thankſulneſs. 2. Ir is Real favours and 


not feigaed, that Chriſt obligech Men by : 4s it 
is 
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is real love and thanks and not feigned that he ex- 
peteth from them. 3. Elſe that common love 
and thankfulneſs which the Non-ele& do give 
Chriſt as their Redeemer, would be a miſtake. 
4. And when their Eyes were opened in Hell, 
they would ____ that they loved Chriſt at 
al, and were thankful to him at all, ſeeing they 
would then diſcern it was upon a miſtake, and 
for a benefit that was never given or for 
them : Whereas Oey they will be convinced 
then of their Sin and folly in loving Chriſt no 
more, being no more thankful. 
Yer farther,that theſe Men are bound to love and 
titudeto Chriſt as their Redeemer, I will add 
more Scripture proof, :.If the Non-ele& are 
not bound to love Chriſt for Redeeming them or 
not dying for them, then the Ele arenot to 
it, all they know themſelves to be Ele z But 
the conſequent is falſe, therefore fo is the Ante- 
cedent. He that dare{ay, No Man in the World 
is bound to love Chriſt and be thankful to him 
for dying for him, till he know he is Ele&t ( That 


dow aſſurance of Salvation which ſo ſo few at-

to at all, orat leaſt ſo many Chriſtians want ) 
{ay that which I dare noty Rem 5,8. But 
God commended his love to us, in that while we were 
yet ſinners Chrift died for us. Foh. 3. 16. God {6 
loved the Worid, that he gave bis only begotten on, 
that whoſoever, &c. 1, if Gods love tothe Wor 
and Sinners before Converſion, in his Redeeming 
them by Chriſt, be propounded to the conlidera- 
tion of anconverted Sinners, then it is to manifeſt 
that they owe him love again and thankfulneſs 
for it: But the Aatecedent is true , therefore 
lo is the conſequent. 
Theſe 
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Theſe Texts and many other do the 
conſideration of Gods love, in R iog them, 
to Men before Converſion ( as might abundant- 
ly be proved ) and that muſt need intimate 
their duty of love and gratitude, or elſe the Law 
of nature is abrogated, which bindeth us to re- 
turn love and thankfulneſs for love and benefits. 
2. Let me add one other Argument for the 
Minor ( viz. that the EleRt are bound to love 
and gratitude to Chriſt as their Redeemer, be- 
fore they know themſelves to be EleRt) and 
it is ſuch a one, as I think, makes the caſe 
clear, that it will be hard for the moſt prejudi- 
diced not ro diſcern it, if they will confider it. 

If che Ele are nor bound ro love and grati- 
tnde for Chriſts Redeeming them, before they 
know themfelves to be Elet, then they are 
never bound to it at all, ( and fo never ought 
to perform it) Bur the conſequent is intollera- 
ble, Ergo, &. 

The conſequence is proved thus. The carr 
not know themſelves to be ele&( unleſs by ex- 
traordinary Revelarion ) cill they firſt know 
their love and gratirude to Chriſt for Redeem- 
ing them 3 Therefore if they are not bound to 
love and gratitude before they know themſelves 
Elect, then they are never bounnd to it. The 
reaſon of the conſequence is, that the Game thing 
cannot be. [ Before 1 and [Not before] before 
their knowledg of Election, and not before it. If 
it muſt go before the knowledg of Election, then

I marvail how ſuch Divines ( as Twiſs and 
Maccovins who hold the main Antimonian Prin 
ciples) who fay that Faith juſtifiech only as we 
are aſcertained, or receive the knowledg of juſt 
fication already paſt at Chriſts death, can tell 
how to Salve this. How can they chooſe bur 
ſay, that either God doth not command all where 
the Goſpel comes ro believe to juſtification, or 
elſe, that he commands moſt Men to believe a 
falſhood: Or elſe, that all Men are juſtified by 
Chriſts death. 

Let me _ _ _y om _ = another 
Argument of it, being built on me grounds 
with the former ) that if Chriſt died not for all, 
then not only all Men at their firſt invi 
but even all true believers whenever they lool 
the fghe of their evidences, that is, of ther 
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own Faith and other Graces , have no gronad 
left them to renew an AR of /juſtifying Faith, nor 
to caſt their- Souls with any confidence on Chritt - 
For as long as he knows not himſelf co be Ele&t 
nd 2 true believer, he cannot tell whether, 
Chriſt died for him, and conſequently he knows 
not whether he may reſt on him as a ſufhcienr Re- 
deemer , as not knowing whether he ſatisfied 
for him or not. If any ſay, he muſt believe char 
be may know, -I anſwer 1- Ic muſt be a revealed 
truth before it is believed. 2. Believiog will not 
make it true, if it were not true before. We 
e not to believe that Chriſt-may die for us, 
bat to believe that he did die for us. Hear Mac- 
ovias his confeſſion of that alſo, 1bid diſp.

The reaſon of the conſequence is plain in what 
was faid on the laſt argument. For no Man can 
believe to juſtification , but by believing that 
Chriſt is a ſufficient Redeemer, and hath made 
ſufficient atisfaCtion for his Sins, and by accept- 
ing him as offered to apply the fruits of that a- 
tisfaction to us, and by reſting on him for choſe 
fruits. Now all this hath no ground till a Man 
knows that Chriſt hath already died and fatisfhied 
for him - And that cannot be known ( if Chriſt 
died not for all ) till Men firſt know themſelves 
ro be Elect and believers, and that cannot be 
known till after we do believe ; For if the thing 
to be believed is that Chriſt died for believers, 
and for me if I believe, I muſt know that I be- 
lieve before I can know that he died for me, and 
yet I muſt know that he hath died and fatisfhed 
for me before I can believe to Juſtification. See 
what contradictions are here, and how Men

- ſatisfying for them, as over all others without 
fatisfying for them ? And if fo, then he might 
doall that which now he doth as Lord and Rector, 
without ſatisfation Antecedent. And if ſo, then 
he might make his New Law which now he 
hath made, wherein he Repeals the of 
Ceremonies and provideth a remedy againſt the 
curſe, and whereby he gives pardon, and glory 
ro allif they will receive him; But this may 
fot be granted. ; 

3. It is alſo proved hence, that Chriſts rule 
over all Men is founded in his fatisfaRion of Re- 
deeming of thoſe fame Men ; becauſe when he 
is offered to them and they commanded to re

excluding the reception of him as King and Lord

es of his dying for them, Ergo, &s. 

The Minor only requires proof, and here I have 
theſe three things to prove. r1. That Chriſt giveth 
mercies to all. 2. That theſe mercies are the effeds 
of his Death and ſatisfaction. 3- That they are the 
effects of his Death for thoſe Mea to whom they 
are given.

No 
Scripture intimateth that God will lay ſo much 
the more on them in Hell, meerly becauſe he 
puniſhed them not more on Earth, but for 
their abuſe of Mercy on Earth. 3. Doth 
not Chriſt himſelf expreſly ſpeak of not forgiv- 
ing fin in this life or that to come? 4- 
have fo much remifhon here, as tends to the 
great abatement of their everlaſting rorments : 
or Chriſt gives them that freedom from temp 
rations, and ſuch means, arid common Grace, 35 
brings them to be almoſt Chriſtians, and almoſt 
Saved, and ſuch as the man whom he is ſaid to 
have loved, and faid to him, thow art not far fron 
the Kingdam of God, Whereas doubtleſs the ri- 
gorous execution of the Curſe of the Law 
quires that men be wholly forſaken of God, z 
to any fach Grace or Mercy, and conſequently 
given up to the preyaleacy of their own Lats, | 
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And it is a doubt whether they that make all 
this Remiſhon and Mercy to the Non-EleR, to 
befal them without the fatisfation of Chriſt, do 
not wrong Chriſt ſomewhat more than the Pa- 
= themſelves (who in their vile Doctrine of 

tisfation and Indulgence) do aſcribe all to 
Chriſt radically and remotely, and to man di- 
realy 3 laying that for remporal puniſhments 
Chriſt ſatisfieth in and by man, co whom he hath 
procured that power by his own immediate fa- 
faction. Theſe give Chriſt (ome part of the 
honour, but the other none at all. 

And that a conditional remiſſion of the eternal pu- 
niſhment is given in the Goſpel ro the Non-Ele, 
under Gods hand, is fo plain, that he that knows 
itnot, knows not the plain tenour of the Goſpel. 

Beſides, if it be ſaid that all this can be given 
to the Non-Ele& without Chriſts ſatisfying for 
them, then it would follow that it may be given 
to the Ele& alſo without Chriſts (atisfying for 
them, but all our Divines call chat Impious and 
blaſphemous (in cheir diſputes againſt Pargato- 
7, Indulgences, and humane SatisfaRions. 
Nay mark well, that the ſame conditional d 
of Gift of Chriſt and his Benefits, which is an- 
efectual ro Undelievers,becauſe'they perform not 
the condition, is the ſame that becomes effectual 
the Juſtification and Adoption of Believers,and 
that without any new - additional real act'of God. 
Laſtly, Satisfaction for one man will not ſerve 
tothe remitting of any part of the Debt of ano- 
ther ; ſo that 1 may conclude that Chriſt ſatisfied 
for All, ſeeing all receive the fruits of that fati(- 
kction. The effects cannot be without their caule.

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If Chriſt Died not for all (ro whom the Goſpe! 
comes, then the Law of Grace doth contain far 
harder terms than theLaw of Works. But the con- 
ſequent is falſe, therefore ſo is the Antecedent, 

The Conſequence of the Major Propoſition [ 
prove thus: The Law of Works, as given to 
man in Innocency, required nothing that was Im- 
poſſible for man in that ſtate ro do : Bur (if 
Chriſt Gtisfied not for all) the Law of Grace 
ſhould require ImpoſſibiJities, and condemn men 
for want of them, and ſo ſhould contain much 
harder terms than the Law of Works ; Yea the 
Law of Works as given to fallen man (if ſoit 
were) contained nothing contradictory, and (0 
impoſſible in it telf, thouzh man through ſin wx 
diſabled to perform it : But the Law of Grace, 
ſhonld, if this Doctrine oppoſed were true, If 
the [.aw of Grace require men to take him for 
their Redeemer, and reſt on him as their Re- 
deener, that uever redeemed them, it ſhould 
ccntain a contradiction, If according to this 
Laiv, men muſt be everlaſtingly condemned be 
cauſe tliey did not receive him as their Lord-Re- 
deemer, that never paid for them any price of 
Redemptiun s and becauſe they did not receive 
and apply t chemſecives the effects and benefits 
of a ſatisfaction, which was never made for then- 
and ſo could not poſſioly be a cauſe of tuch effects 
aad becauſe tiiey did not reſt on Chriſt to Juſtihe 
and $ave thcm by his Blood which was never 
ſhed for them ; theſe are impoſſibilities, and far 
harder terms than thoſe of the Law of Works. 
Yea, if when man is already condemned, the 
Law of G:ace ſay, that he thall undergo a far 
ſorer puni:hment, and it ſhall be eafier for —_ 
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1nd Gomorrab in the day of Judgment than him, 
except he will do theſe impoſſibilicies, thisjg [til] 
tarder. It is not all the believing in the World 
ſuppoſing it were performed) that would make 
Chriſts Dearth, which is paſt, to be ſuffered for 
thoſe that it was not ſuffered for. This makes 
Chriſt to come into the World to condemn the 
World, and that to a far forer puniſhment than 
the Law of Works did oblige them- to, without 
procuring them any poſlibility of eſcaping; For 
there's no poſſibility of that mans' eſcape, for 
whom no price of Redemption is paid. Nay it lays 
mabſolure neceſſity ab extra, and unavoidable, on 
men of periſhing under this double damnation-For

Ml knowledge and Decree, *which they call only Ne- 
of Wl ceſitss Antecedentis,non Cauſe : But who ever afhr- 
ve MW med that Chriſt in giving the New Law [He that 
Gs WY Pelieverb ſhall be ſaved, and be that believerk not ſhall be 
damned] did neceſſitate and that Cauſally,and that 
Amecedenter ad Culpam,the far greaterdamnation of 
miſerable wretches:that were condemned already.

He iz 
kind to the unthankful and unjuſt, His mercies 
lexd men to Repentance : He delighreth notin 
the death of him that{dyeth but rather that 
he Repent and Live : He calleth all men 
every where to repent and ſeek after God: 
All the day long doth he ſtretch out his hand to 
a froward and gain-ſaying generation : He deal- 
ech not with us after our (ins : He inviteth the 
Non-Eled& to the Wedding Feaſt and telleth chem 
that all things are ready : and ſome of them he 
compellech to come 1in-as he did him that had not 
on the Wedding Garment : he chargech his Mel- 
ſengers to beſeech men in his ſtead to be recon- 
ciled unto God : He would gather under his 
Wijags even as a Hen gathereth her Chickens, 
thole that Willnot be gathered. All theſe with 
a mulcitude the like, are the Scripture expreſſions, 
of Gods gentle and merciful dealing with men 
under the Law of Grace. And fo much of the 
execution as we (ee isan{werable. He offers mer- 
cy to all in the Church : and confers much M 

on every man in the World ; He dealeth wit 
no man according to the ſtrict rigour of the un- 
remedied Curſe of the Law of Works. Abuſe 
of the Talents of undeſerved Mercy, is the thing 
that men muſt be condemaed and periſh for. No 
one finner on Earth is excepted or excluded 

him out of his Offer and Promiſe of Mercy, 

be it, they will chemſelves conſent, whoever 
Will may have the Living Waters freely, m 
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out Money and without Price: and if their fins 
be 2s red as Scarler, he offers to make them as 
white as Snow; and to ca(ſt them all behind his 
back, and bury them in the_depths of the Sea : 
He calls ro them, return z why will ye dye? 
How long ye ſimple ones will ye love ſimplicity ! 
2nd ye {corners delight in ſcorning and fools hate 
knowledge? Turn you at my reproof, behold I 
will pour out my ſpirit unto you ; I will make 
known my words unto you, #rov. 1.22,23. He 
hath received Gifts for men, even for the Re- 
bellious that the Lord may dwell among them 
God hath ſent his Son Jeſus to you (faith the 
Apoſtle 4#. 3. laſt) to bleſs you, in turning eve- 
ry one of you from his iniquities And when 
men will not hear, he faith, O chat my Pecple had 
hearkened unto. me, and [(rae] had walked in my 
mays, Pſal. $1. 13. O that there were ſuch an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, and keep all my 
commandments always, that it might be well with 
them, and their Clildren for ever, Dent.5. 29. 

Can any man then believe that che tenour of 
the new Law or Covenant, is ſo much harder 
than ever was the Law of Works, as is before 
exprefled ? As for them that ſay, the New Co- 
venant is no Law, and Wicked men or the 
Non-Ele&t are not under it, they manifeſt fo 
great ignorance, and go againſt fo full light of 
expreſs Scripeure, that I think them not worthy 
2 confutation : Only I would have the Lutheran 
Divines remember, that near to the Apoſtles 
times, it was not only an unqueſtioned truth, 
but alſo was part of the Chriſtian Creed, [Chri- 
ftum predicaſſe Novam legem, & novam promiſſionem 
Regni Calorum | Tertullian, de Preſcription cap.

If all men (that were any way under it) are 
freed by the blood of Chriſt, from the Bondage 
of the Moſaical Law of Ceremonies, then Chrift 
died for All ſuch, (and conſequently noe only for 
the Elect: ) But che Antecedent /is certain, 
Ergo, Cc, 

Some Divines ſay, that All the World were 
thus far ſubject to the Jewiſh Law, that they 
could not be ſaved without knowing it,and ſubmit- 
ting to it in obedience, becauſe God had then no 
other Church nor itabliſhed way of Worſhip. If 
this be true, then all the World hath a delive 
rance in the Abrogation of that Law. Others 
ſay, that it obliged only the Jews and Profelites ; 

t others at the remoteſt diſtance ſhould 
not have been obliged by that Law, if they had 
known it. If that be fo, then ir was only the 
Jews and Profelyrtes (ſuch as had opportunity to 
crap nn with them, or joyn to them) that had 
this deliverence. However, it is evident it was 
to all the Jews, and (o to more than the Elect: 
and then almoſt all the Arguments againſt Uni- 
verſal Satisfaction are hereby overthrown, for 
they are buile on this, that Chriſt died only for 
the Elect.

For 
if that which is done away was glorious, much 
more that which remaineth is glorious] ſome 
ſay, it was the Glory and not the Law that was 
done away, but it was not the glorious which 
vr, 11. is called glorious, but che Law, from 
the manner of delivery, and therefore it was not 
the Glory only, but the Law that is done away.

Anſw. That was a tranſient act, and cea(- 
ed at the time, and was not done away by Chriſt. 
The Moral Law therefore as part of oe: Law 
5 abrogated, becauſe it is impoſſible the matter 
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ſhould remain without the Form, as part of thzr 
Compy/itwm. But the ſame Moral Law is in force 
as much as ever, as it is the matter of another 
Compton viz. the Law of Chriſt proper to

in Chriſts ſtead and Gods name to be reconciled 
to God. Burt on what ground is this? verſe 19, 
21- To wit, that God was in Chrift reconcilingthe 
World unto himſelf not impating their Treſpaſſes t 
them, and bath committed to us the wordof Recon 
ciliation ( which Text we ſhall afterwards further 
explain and vindicate.. ) Is there not an abſolute 
neceſſity that the price of Reconciliation be firk 
paid ro God and accepted by him, before any 
Sinner can be intreated to be reconciled to God 
on the ground of chat price paid and accepted? 
Let me deſire Miniſters ſeriouſly to conlider 
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witch what Face they can ſtand up in the name of 


the Lord Jeſus to beſeech poor Sinners to bere- 


conciled to God, and tell them char elſe chey ſhall 


be doubly miſerable, when yer there is no price 


paid for making them way to God, nor God 


juſtice fatished for their Sin, which is ſuppoſed 


fore any of their own endeavours can do any 
thing towards Reconciliation. Let me imagine 


ſuch a Dialogue as this between ſuch a Teacher 


and a Sinner ?

pel ) rhen Gods dealing with the Non-ele& part 
of fallen Man is much harder than his dealing 
with the Devils, but the Conſequent is falſe, 
therefore ſo is che Antecedent. 

The Minor I think 1 need not prove, all ac- 
knowledge ir that ever I heard or read, on this 
lubje& : If they ſhould think that God dealt alike 
with the Non-elect and the Devils, yet ſure none 
will ſay that he deals far hardlier with the Non- 
elet: Hell is prepared for the Devil and his 
Angels, they are reſerved in Chains of Darkneſs 

r0 
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to the Judgment of the great Day ; till then they 
believe and tremble, and look for the time of 
their full rorment without any hope of eſcape : 
Compare with this, but wha: I have before 
proved to be Gods dealing wich men, even them 
that periſh, and you will (ee that their caſe is 
not worle than the Devils. 

And for the Conſequence of the Major Propo- 
ſi:ion, I prove it thus 3 by co:nparing both to- 
gether. When the Devils had fallen from 
their firſt eſtate, God leaves them without re- 
medy or hope of recovery. But when man is 
fallen, ( according to the Do&rine which 1 op- 
pole ) God doth not only leave him remedilels 
but alſo makes a new Law that ſhall oblige him 
to ſuffer a far ſorer puniſhment, except he will 
believe in a Redeemer tha: is not his Redeemer, 
and truſt for (alvation cro-that Blood that was ne- 
ver ſhed for him, and accept the benefits of a 
fatisfation that was never made for him, even 

withourt a cauſe: Yea and caulech his Son 
to make a ſatisfation materially ſufficient for the 
finsof all ; and yer had rather it were ſuperfluous 
and vain, and meerly loſt, then that it ſhould 
be paid for him: As if he would rather when 
three Men owe 1001. a piece, pay 300 /. for one 
of the three, than the other 2001. ſhould be 
tendred for the reſt; And when he knows that 
Chriſt never ſatisfied for any of the Non-ele, 
et doth he follow them with daily ſollicirations 
y his Word, Spiric and Embaſſadors, beſeeching 
them to come in and accept of Chriſt, ordainin 
and reſolving that all cheſe beſeechings , 
harden them, or at leaſt vate their ſin and 
and miſery, that ic may be ealier with Sodon: and 
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Gomorrah in the day of Judgment than with 
them that refuſe theſe Offers. And thus Chriſt 
FL (hall neceffirare them cauſally by his Law to a 
re far greater torment,as if their miſery were not ſad 
m enough before without procuring them any poſſi- 
5 bility of eſcape, (for there is no ſuch poſhbiliry 
without ſatisfaction ro God's juſtice,) If God 
ſhould make a Law, that the Devils who 
are miſerable already, ſhould have far forer pu- 
niſhment if they would not believe in Chriſt as 
their Redeemer who never redeemed them, 
would not this be harder dealing than now God 
uſerh roward them ? when all the offer is on ſup- 
pofition that they cann-t and therefore will not 
believe,and if it were. poſſible to believe it would 
do them no good. If then this would be harder 
dealing with them, than thoſe are hardlier uſed 
than the Devils with whom God ſo deals, and 
therefore he dealeth ſo with none.

If Chriſt died only for the Ele, then ſhould 
the Goſpel ro moſt men where it comes be of it 
ſelf diretly one of the greateſt plagues and figns 
of God's wrath that ever he ſenderh. on a People 
on earth, but the Goſpel is no ſuch Curſe, bur a 
great bleſſing, Ergo, Ec. 

The Conſequence is thus proved, That which 
brings an unavoidable obligation to a far ſorer 
punithment, (wichout giviog any poſſiblicy either 
of eſcaping former miſery, or this additional mi- 
ſery) muſt needs be one of the greateſt Curſes 
and Plagues in the World, and ſo the fign of

Anſw. That is not of his own nature, nor of 
the natnre of the Goſpel, nor yet as a proper 
Cauſe per /e, but as an occaſion, and by accident, 
through Mans 0:vn wickedneſs, and wilful re- 
jeRion and abuſe. A Man may burn himſelf with 
the fire that ſhould warm him, or choak him- 
ſelf with the food chat ſhould nouriſh him. 


ObjeR. But doth not God decree it ? 


Anſw. His decree cauſeth not the thing, any 
more than his foreknowledge, having no influence 
into the Object 3 as our Divines, aft«s immanen: 
mhil ponis in objeftio, Predeſtinatio wih'l ponit in 
predeftina'o, It impoſeth no cauſal neceſſity as all 
confels, only as foreknowledge, ſo decree hath a 
Logical neceffity, in ordine argument and, called 
Neceſſi:as Conſequentia, Twiſſe himſelf ſaith, there 
is no more, and the Schoolmen are of his mind 
in that, and affirm no more. 

And for the minor, its evident in each part. 
I. The new Law obligeth all that believe not, to 
damnaticn, ' becauſe they believe not, and to a 
far (orer puniſhment than before was due to they, 
Heb. 10, 29, Mer. 16. 16. Jch, 3. 18, 19. Mat. 
25. laſt. 2. And that it is an unavoidable obli- 

gation 
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gation appears, 1, In that God made the Law 
whether Man will or not, Man could not hinder 
that, 2. And it is an impoſſibility which the 
Law is feigned to require - To accept a Redeemer 
that never Redeemed them, to reſt on a fatil- 
faction for their ju(tificartion and pardon which is 
no (ſatisfaction, for as to them it is none: Ir be- 
ing maintain'd by them whom I oppoſe, that it is 
none, and that it is only materially ſufficient, that 
is, matter (of ſuffering) ſufficient to have made 
2 ſatisfaction if God would 3 bur not formally 
ſuthcientz that is, indeed ic is no price or fatif- 
faction (as to their debt) ar all ; for if my Neigh- 
bour and I owe each of us 201. he that pays his 
debr, though he over-pay, doth no more thereby 
to the diſcharge of mine, than if he had done no- 
thing at all. I have proved before, that here is 
no ſufficient ground for that faith, ſuppoſing 
Chriſt ſatisfied not for the Believer. And even 
thoſe whom [I argue againſt, will not endure to 
bave it ſuppoſed that any Man ſhould believe for 
whom Chriſt dyed not. Or if they will let us 
ſuppoſe ſuch a thing, then it is undeniable that 
ſuch a Man would be never the more pardoned or 
laved, becauſe there is no Salvation withont a 
Saviour, and no Remiſfſion without fatisfaction - 
And as in thoſe that are pardoned and ſaved, the 
efficacy of Chriſt's ſatisfaRion is before all poſ- 
libilicy of any power or ſacceſs of Man's Faith: 
50 in thoſe that periſh (if chey had no price of 
latisfation paid for them) the want of a Re- 
deemer wou d be the firſt want, concluding their 

tion and non-deliverance from former mi- 
fery, and the want of Faith could be bur the ſe. 
condary conſequential want, which Faith if ir * 


were 
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. were preſent would not fatishe or ſave, no more 
than believing now would ſave the Devils. And 
thus it is evident that on the grounds oppoſed, the 
Goſpel would cauſally per /e, unavoidably be the 
greateſt plague on earth to all where it comes, 
except the Elet; and not only accidentally by 
their own Sin. 

Now for the Minor (that the Goſpel is not (o,) 
I prove from Scripture; it is called the glad ti- 
dings of the Kingdom of God. Luke 8. 1. Before 
men are Converted, the Apoſtles ſay. we dec'are 
unto you glad tidings, A&s 13. 32- 33. The 
Preachers of it bring glad cidings of good things, 
preaching the Goſpei of peace, Kowm. 10. 1F, 
even the unſancifhed, receive the word with joy, 
Mat. 13. 20. (and not fo great joy as they had 
cauſe) ſo Mark 4. 16. it is called the Goſpel of 
the grace of God, As 20. 24. it is a Wedding- 
Fealt, even ready for thoſe that would not come 
to it, who are therefore (aid to be unworthy of it; 
and fo it was to him that came without the Wed- 
ding garment, Mat. 22. if it were not a mercy, 
then Men did nor {11 againſt mercy in rejeQing ir, 
which who dare ſay ? It- gives men promiſes of 
entring into reſt, who yet by wilful unbelief may 
come ſhort of it, Heb. 4. 1, 2, 3, &c. See 1 Cor. 
10. to the 13th, God (ent Jeſus ro bleſs the Few: 
{more than Elect) in turning every one of them ſrom 
bis Inignity, Atts 3. laſt. The uathankful Ser- 
vant had his debt freely pardoned him, (and that 
Was 2 we» /* who after took his fellow by the 
throat, by ingratitnde loſt that pardon which 


he had : Ir declareth God's tender Mercies over 

all his works, and ſuch merctes as are to lead all 

men to Repentance, Pſal. 145. 9. Rom. 2. wy 
| | g 
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good tidings of great joy which ſhall be to all 
people, As 2. 10. It freely giveth to all the 
water of life, if they refuſe nor che gift, Rev, 22. 
It is the Goſpel that bringeth Salvacion to all 
men, Tit. 12. 11. 

A hundred Texts might be brought to prove 
how _ a bleſſing of it ſelf che Goſpel is to that 
People to whom it is given, and if it be turned to 
a Judgment and hurt them, it is meerly acciden- 
tally, through their wilful rejecting it, or turning 
the grace of God into wantonnefs, or ſinning, be- 
cauſe Grace hath abounded ; and not from any 
thing in it, gor for want of a reality in the bene- 
fit which it offereth.

If Chriſt dyed not for all men, then the ſtate of 
ſt men (ali chat he dyed not for) were as de- 
orate and remedileſ(s as the State of the Dam- 
ned: Butthe conſequear is falſe, therefore fo is 
the Antecedentr. 
The Conſequence of the Major propoſition is 
lain, in that the ſtate of all men that Chriſt dyed 
not for muſt needs be utterly hopeleſs, and re- 
medileſs, for there is no other ſatisfation to be 
hoped for beſides that made by the blood of Je- 
ſus, and that is nothing to them, nor is there any 
hope or poſhbility that ever they ſhould have part 
in a ſatisfaction that is no ſatisfaction for them 
without blood there is no remiſhon : If they 
ſhould believe, and repent, and pray for mercy 
night and day, it would be bur as the Rich Epr 
cure in Hell pray'd for a drop of water, all in _ 
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for beewixt God and them is fo great a gulf or 
diſtance by fin, that nothing without a Re 
deemer can do them any good, as to the leaft 
hope of Salvation. If you ſay, it is not to be 
ſuppoſed that they can believe, repent, and pray, 


I anſwer, that is (in your own fenſe} becauſe ir 


is ſuppoſed they are not redeemed, and the im- 
poſſibility of their nor repenting and believing 
ſhews the more fully che impoſſibility of their 
Salvation, And the reaſon why they do not 
aQually deſpair, is not becauſe they have any 
more remedy than the Damned, or cauſe to hope; 
but only becauſe they are yer ignorant of the 
hopeleſneſs of their own Condition, and as ſoon 
as they know the truth chey will fully deſpair. So 
that there is no more pollibility that a Man for 
whom Chriſt dyed not ſhould be pardoned or ſa- 
ved, than that che Damned ſhould, for both are 
equally impoſſible ; If any ſay thar God can find 
out another remedy bel1des and without Chriſts 
fatifaction, though he will not, and therefore it 
is not impoſhble. I will aot examine the truth 
of that now, bur if ir be true of them on Earth, 
why not alſo of them in Hell ? When once Men 
are in that ſtare that there is no Sacrifice for their 
fin, then there remainerh nothing but the fearful 
expeRation of Judgment, and Fire that ihall de- 
vour the Advertary. 

Objet. Bur doth not God « foreknowledge and de- 
cree make mens Saivation impoſſible, as well as Chriſts 
not Dying for them? and [0 your argument is 4s 
much againſt them. 

Anſw. No, They do nil ponere in Objetoz nor 
are the removal or denyal of any efficient cauſe 
of Salvation, they infer only Neceſſi.arem Conſe- 
guentie, they make no Mans Salyacion impoſſible, 
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but only prove it not future: And as it is not 
omne Poſſibile that is ſuturum, ſo neither omne non 
futurum that is Impoſſibile. And it is agreed that 
foreknowledge preſuppoſeth the furarition Or non 
futxriticn of the thing foreknown. Bur: there is 
much more neceſlary to be ſaid to reſolve this 
doubt which I may not now inſiſt on, only I add, 
that the matter of God's Decrees, and the futuri- 
tion of things as depending thereon, are ſo high, 
and ſo far above us, that it becomes us not to 
too inquilitive into them, much leſs ſo peremptori- 
ly to determine of them as ſome do, and leaſt of 
all ro try plainer Caſes by ſuch determinations, 
2nd reduce certainties to uncertainties, when we 
ſhould rather reduce uncercainties to certainties. 
And for the Minor, (that the ſtate of moſt men 
even 4n the Church, is not ſo hopeleſs, deplo- 
rate and remedile(s as is the caſe of the Damned)I 
prove it thus. They might be ſaved who are yet 
on Earth, if they wou!d bur receive the love of 
the truck, 2 T be. 2. 9, 10. If they would believe 
they might all be jultified, and ſhould not periſh, 
bar have everlaſting life 3 whoever of them will 
may have the water of Life freely, and it is of- 
fered them, and they intreated to take lt, and if 
they have it not, it is becauſe they will not, and 
not becauſe there was no obje& or ground for 
their willing, or no Sacrifice for their ſin. God 
offers them pardon and Salvation, but God offers 
no other Pardon or Salvation but what is purcha- 
ſed byChriſt'sBlood: He that tells us there neither

$0 none of the fore deſcribed penalties of the 
gw Law; but only the __ penalties of the 
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firſt Law : Doubtleſs God is offended ſpecially 
at their unbelief, and will deſtroy them a; 
Chriſts Enemies becauſe they would not chat 
he ſhould Reign over them, Luke 21. 27. and 
Chriſt will come in flaming fire_rendring ver- 
geance -to them for not knowing God, and not 
obeying the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus 2. T bel, 
1.7. 8.9. and he will damn chem all chat obey- 
ed not the Truth ( of the Goſpel ) but had 
pleaſure in unrighteouineſls, 1 Theſ. 2. 10.11.12, 
And this is the condemnation that Light is come 
- into the World and Men love darkneſs rather 
then light becaule their deeds were eyil : And 
becauſe when Chriſt came to his own, his own 
received him not, Jeb. 1, 10. 21, 11, For it 
ſhall come to pals that every Soul that heareth 
not na "ay of this Prophet ſhall be deſtroyed, 
Atts 3 
And - chat believe not Jeſus is the Chriſt 
ſhall dye in cheir (ins 3 And except men repent, 
they ſhall all periſh, Luk. 13. 3, 5. yea who 
ever believeth not ſhall be damned, -"E. 16, 16, 
Se he s the Anthor of Eternal Salvation to them 
/ (only) that obey bim, Heb. 5. 9. So that as men 
r for (in againſt the new, fo alſo from the 
abliucioa of that Law binding them over to 
Judgment : and therefore pn 4 are jadget bf by 
that Law, Mer, 25. yea I doubt not 
World ſhall be judged by the Redeemer, for 
mif1 os —O_ of rerſed falling 
periſh) and not only. fur . not per 0g 
Law of Works: none is condemned meer 
y for that. And if it be fo, then the tou 
Cave of Chriſt muſt note cones the En 
to be executed. Nor did I ever meet 
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any that durſt ſay that ic was no puniſhmeatto 
Unbelievers, to be denied Pardon and Juſtifi- 
cation and Salvation from their deſerved dam- 
nation, which were all offered to them in the 
Goſpel, and which Believers do receive : much 
leſs ſhould any ſay, chat the additional torments 
of ſuch, and the loſs of the ym promiſed 
lory are no puniſhments. Yea even in this 
ife the nor-ele& receive of the puniſhmeats 
proper to the new Law, wiz. non remiſſion 
2nd non reconciliation, and the forſaking of 
God, when he caſts them off, and gives 
up to themſelves becauſe they would none of 
him, P/e/. 81. 11, 12- and leaves them deſo- 
late becauſe when Chriſt would have gathered 
them co him in teader mercy, they would not, 
Mat. 23. 37, 38. and gives them over to believe 
lyes. becauſe they received. not che love of the 
Truch that they might be ſaved, 2 Theſ. 2. 
10,11. and takes his holy Spirit from them, 
becauſe they grieved and quenched it. 

And all chis will be out of doubt if we cag- 
fider the definition of Puniſhment, which is a 
natural evil infliged becauſe of a Moral : or the 
hure of our perſons inflited for ſin. Now 
there is no doubc bur all theſe forementioned 
areevils to us, or hurtful co mens perſons 3 and 
po doube bur they are inflicted for {in: and 
then as to the ſpecies 3 They are inflicted for 
lins againſt che _ of Chriſt, by force of the 
obligation of the commination of that Law, 
and: the ſentence paſt by Chriſt as Redeeme 
2d, Author of that Law. Yes what if 1 Gajd 
thar ſtrictly and dire&ly men (ſuffer -not at all 
the peagity of the Law of Works /1yng | are 
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delivered from that penalty on condition they 
Repent and Believe, and fo the obligation of 
that Law is ſuſpended ro all, (though nor flri&- 
ly abrogated) and transferred, and as it were 

veſtred into the hands of Chriſt to be diſpo- 
ſed of by him, (infliting or nor inflicting it) as 
men deal with him according to his terms of 
Grace, ſo that now, the penalty is immediate- 
ly and ſtritly the penalty of the Law of Chrif}, 
as it doth both n0n-liberare and peremptorily 
bind men over to it; and it is properly the 
loſs of a Life recovered by Chriſts blood, 
which is the puniſhment; though remotely it 
be alſo from the obligation of the firſt Law, 
which being bur ſuſpended by Chriſt, and con- 
ditionally diſſolved, remaineth in force upon 
the non-performance of the condition, as ſoon 
as the time of performance is expired. So that 
it' is undeniable that the damned ſuffer the pri: 
vation of the fruics of Chriſts death and faris- 
faction : yea and of his fatisfation for them in 
perricular. For as it is certain that there is no 
remiſſion withour blood, and no Juſtification or 
Salvation without Chriſts ſatisfaQtion ; fo it is 
25 much beyond doubt with all ſober men, that 
Chriſts ſatisfation for one man will not procure 
Pardon and Salvation for another. So that the 
Minor is fully clear. 

And for the Major propoſition it is as clear. 
For there can be no effects without a caule: 
As no man can receive the effeats of Chrifts 
Death, but thoſe for whom he died; ſo no 
man can loſe or be deprived of thoſe effeds, 
''but thoſe for whom he died ; for che cauſe is 
'p ed A Nexation is no 4 
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[r iy not a puniſhment to a Stone that it is not a 
Mad, that ict is mute, liveleſs, &c. nor to a 
Beaſt, not to be ſaved; nor to an Angel nor 
to be Redeemed, nor to the Devils, not to be 
partakers of Chri(t, and of Pardon and Salva- 
tion by him. Now its true, the Pardon of the 
Damned, and their Salvation was not actually 
effeted, but the meritorious cauſe was fall 
2nd perfect in Chriſts (atisfaction (and moral 
cauſes go long before the effects ſometimes, 
2nd may do all their part, and yet the effect nor 
follow through the defect of ſome other,) and 
the effects were conditionally given or produ- 
ced by the New Covenant, and thereby be- 
come not only poſſible and probable, but cer- 
tain if the condition were performed:: So that 
here is a proper privation, and not a bare Ne- 
gation, Nor is it the mieer matter of ſuch 
effects that men are deprived of , but formally 
5 they were effects conditionally granted, and 
were to have been effects actually of the death 
of Chriſt. They ſhould have been ſuch effects, 
if they had done their part to procare them by 
performing the condition as Chriſt did in the 
Cauſe; for he required not them to effect it 
4 concauſes, but'only ſuſpended the effects 
of his own full ſufficient (but Moral) cauſe, on 
their condition, which all Lawyers, and al 
that know what a Moral Cauſe is, or what a 
proper condition is. know to be' moſt ulual. 
Now if you ſuppoſe that Chriſt died not, and 
latiched not for theſe men, then the loſs of Par- 
don, Adoption, Memberſhip of Chriſt, fanal 
Abſolution, Salvation, beſides all the rer 
Ulory, and all the _— Graces and Work- 
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ings in this life, cannot poſhbly be puniſhments 
to them, for they cannot be Privations. For 
there was never any caule to procure them, and 
therefore they were never poſſible, mach lef 
due : and Mans Faith was not required by God 
to be the meritorious cauſe, or to ſatishe Gods 
" Jaſtice,nor yet to procure Chrilt or any other to 
farishe it,nor yet to make that ſatisfaction ro be 
now for us, which was made for others and not 
for us : to none of theſs ends was Faith requir- 
ed. bur only to be the condition of our enjoying 
Chriſt, and the truits of his (atisfaRtion 3 on 
performance whereof the Moral Cauſe which 
was long before in full being, ſhould produce 
its effect, or elſe not (as ro us) ſo that fatisfadti- 
on as the Cauſe is neceflarily ſuppoſed to Faith 
as the condition, ſeeing the office of the cor 
dition is, that on it theeftet of the cauſe be 
ſuſpended, till that condition be performed : 
And therefore there can be no condition where 
there is not brit the Moral Cauſe: I mean there 
can neither be condition conftiruced by Law, 
Teſtament, Deed of Gift, or Covenant, nor 
yet condition performed, for it cannot have 
the form of a condition. Or if that be diſpu- 
table as to any other caſe, I am ſure it is not in 
the caſe in handz No man will ſay that the 
non-remifhion, non- ſalvation of the Devils by 
the Blood of Chriſt, is a Puniſhment to them.

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An/w. Nor could it have been given. ſo to 
Unbelievers, if Chriſt had nor died for them. 
Could God give them Chriſt as a Sartisfier and 
Redeemer, who never had fatished for them 
or redeemed ? Or could he make over to them 
effects which had no Cauſe, «iz. rhe effects 
of his dying for them, when he did not dye for 
them2 Would the New Covenant ſerve to 
pardon men without Chritts Sacrihce and Sa- 
tsfaction? Nay is it not beyond all doubt that 
this which I call the Nev Covenant or Teſta- 
ment, He that believeth ſhall be ſaved, &c. is the 
Redeemers Law and Teſtament, and preſup- 
poſeth his Deach and Satisfaion, in «efſe Morals 
atleait: Iris che New Teſtament in his Blood, 
he firſt buyeth men to be his own by fatisfacti- 
on, and then dealeth with them as his own b 
Promiſe and Legiſlation : Only. the Promile 
of God to give Chriſt for a Redeemer to the 
World, his Prophefies of him therein, are 
in order of nature before the Moral. being of 
Chriſts death, bar ſo is' not the Law of Grace. 
I know nothing that hath any great ſhew 
of Reaſon that can be faid againſt this Argu-

Here I will 1. Look over theſe Arguments 
again, and from thence (hew you the face of 
whe conſequents of the denial of Univerſal Sz 
tisfaction.

1, It eicher denieth the Univerſal Promiſe 
or Conditional Gift of Pardon and Life to all 
men if they will believe, and then it overturn 
eth the ſubſtance of Chriſts Law and Goſpel 
promiſe: or elſe it makecth God to give con- 
ditionally to all men a Pardon and Salvation 
which Chriſt never purchaſed, and withour his 
dying for men. 


2. It 
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2. It maketh God either not to offer the 
efteRts of Chriſts ſatisfaction (Pardon and Life) 
to all, but only to the Elect - or elſe to offer 
that which is not, and which he cannot give. 

3. It denieth the direct object of Faith, and 
of Sods offer, that is Chriſlum qui [atwfgcir, [a 
Chriſt that hath ſatisfied. 

4. It either denieth the Non-Elects delive- 


' rance from that flat neceſſity of periſhing, which 


came on man for inning againſt che firſt Law, 
by its remedileſs unſuſpended. obligation, (and 
ſoneither, Chriſt, Goſpel or Mercy, had ever 
any nature of a remedy ro them, nor any more 
done toward their celiverance then towards 
the deliverance of the Devils: ) Or elſe ic 
maketh this deliverance and remedy to be with- 
out ſatisfaction by Chriſt for them. 

5. It either denieth that God commandeth 
all ro believe (bur only the Elec : Or elſe 
maketh God to aflign them a deceiving Object 
for their Faith, commanding them to believe 
in that which never was, and to truſt that 


which would deceive them if they did cruſt

6. It maketh God, either to 'have appointed 
and commanded the Non-Elect touſe no means 
at all for their Recovery and Salvation, or elſe 
to have appointed them means which are all ut- 
terly uſeleſs and inſufficient for want of a pre- 
requiſite cauſe without them, yea which im- 
ply a contradiQion. 

7. It makecth the True and Righteous God

10, It maketh Chriſt tro have ſuffered much in 
vain, enduring as much for the fins of the Ele& 
only, as if the tins of all men had layen on him. 

11. Or elſe it dangerouſly extenuaterh and 
denieth the ſufferings of Chriſt, as if he did not 
ſuffer as much as was due for the (ins of all 
and it extrenuateth his love, as if he took on 
him only the (ins of the Elect.

7. Men are warned to ſee that they refuſe 
not Chrift that ſpeaketh and threatned that they 
ſhall not eſcape if they neglect fo great Salyz- 
tion, and they ſhall ſpeed worſe at Judgment 
than Sodom and Gomorrbah: But none are 6 
threatned for finning againſt Election, nor are 
they warned to take heed of rejecting it; nor is 
it {aid, how ſhall we eſcape if we neglect 
great a mercy as Eletion.

Prop. XXII The fame Faith which is now 
among us-of abſolute neceflity ro our Juſtifica- 
tion and Salvation, was not fo to thoſe before 
Chriſt z therefore it is not Fd of abſoluce ne- 
ceſfity ro Juſtification by Chriſt : Therefore if 
God fo pleaſe, thole that hear not the Goſpel 
may be Juſtified without that Faith which to us 
is neceſſary. If we believe not that Feſwus is the 
Chriſt we ſhall Die in oxr ſin: But this was not 
neceſſary to the Jews before Chriſts coming:

Ninthly, The Intended effe is,

2. When we ſpeak of [Fuſtification) as the 
ſecond Intended effe&t, we take it in Connexion 
withthe foregoing Faith, and ſubſequent Salva- 
tion ; meaning that all the Ele&t that are at 
Age andBelieve,and they only,have that Juſtifi- 
cation which follows their perſonal Faith. We 
own not their opinion that think that many per- 
ſons that were never Ele&ed to Salvation, were 

et Elected ro Faith and Juſtification, and do 
| from theſe at laſt and periſh: Tho' yet we 
reverence many that have maincained or owned 
this opinion, as precious Servants of God : and 
think not (o hardly of their opinion, as of 
their's who maintain the Apoſtacy of che EleR, 
if now there be any ſuch. Auf himſelf ſeems 
fully to go that way, who yer in2intainerh che 
perſeverance of all the Elect: And fo doth 
Muſculu and lome others _ the Reformed 
Divines called Calvinift: : But for the 'Fuſtifica- 
tien of Infants which hath no ſuch connexion to a 
perſonal Faith of their own, whether it may 
ceaſe when they come to the ule of Reaſon for 
want of perſonal faich ro continue it (which was 
the Judgment of Davenant, ,Dr. Ward, Amy- 
raldus, and many of our own) thisI intend not 
here to derermine or meddle with. 

3. We anumerate Salvation, that is, Glorifi-

Ir is confelled by the underſtanding | 
on both fides, that Chriſt at his death had a ſj 
cial intention to bring certain ;ndividuaſpertnes 
to a ſtate of Juſtification and Salvation. But then 
they fay that this was only upon the foreſight of 
their believing : yea, ſome of them ſay thar God 
purpoſed to give the grace of Faith to ſome indi- 
viduals only, but they fay char it was _ the 
foreſight of their non-refiſtance, or of their yo- 
luntary diſpoſedneſs to receive it, or of their 
right uſe of former preparing grace z ſo that the 
ſame decree, as to theſe gitrs, is confeſſed on 
both ſides; and it cannot be depyed bur that the 
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foreſight which they preſuppoſe is from Erericy, 
and therefore Mans fall, or Chriſts Mediator- 
ſhip 3 and that there ls no priority or poſterio- 
rity of Time between the foreknowledge and the 
Decree, but only in Natwe: And then it is com- 
monly confeſſed that though Xn-wledge and Wil 
in Man are two things, yet in God they are bat 
eve; and are only diſtinguiſhed denominatione ex- 
rrinſecd by Man for the accommodation of his 
narrow imperfet apprehenſjon. Therefore 
(though) I confeſs that a difference fil! re- 
maineth ; yer let it not be thought to be greater 
than it is. | 
Yea more, not only many, yea, moſt of the 
Schoolmen confeſs an Abſolute Ele&ion ro 
Faich, and fo to Salvation, and fo hold in this 
the ſame that we dos but alſo many of the 
Jeſuites, and Moderate Lutherans and Arminians 
hold the Game, (though not an Abſolute Repro- 
bation) which was alſo Auguſtine's, Proffer's, and 
Fulgentin!'s Opinion. And I have elſewhere yer 
more contracted this Controvertie.
